Equipment to prevent ice form- 
ing on the wings and propellers is 
installed in a new De Havilland 
air liner, the Dryad, which was 
delivered to Imperial Airways re- 
cently. 

This machine will be used on 
European sections of the Empire 
routes, over regions in which 

‘icing’ has recently caused delays 
and, dislocation of traffic. 

In certain conditions ice forms 
on the leading edges of wings, on 
the struts and. on the blades, of 
the propellers. Not only does it 
add tothe load, but, what is even 
more serious, it deforms the wing 
blade section. f 

In the case of the wing, this aJ- 
ters the flow of the air and affects 
the response to the controls. In the 
case of the propeller, it reduces) ; 
the speed. 

. Special Method 

Two or three methods of coun- 
teracting icing have been invent-|. 
ed. The method employed on the 
Dryad’ is eniefly due to researches 
at the Royal Aircraft Establish- 
ment by Mr. B. Lockspeiser and 
Dr. J. E. Ramsbottom, and has 
been embodied by the Dunlop Rub- 
ber Co. in the Anticer. 

The Anticer is und-r the-con- 
trot of the pilot. On tke Dryad it 
weighs only 65 Ib., inclading three 
gallons of the liquid it employs, 
which is sufficient for five hours’ 
continual ase. 

The Anticer liquefies a thin 
layer of ice in contact with the 
surface torwhich it i
